Re Butel call to Dallas, this a.®., with questions 
-concerning photographs taken et Dallas. .. 

1. Be 8 in color movie.-^ilm taken 11/22/63, bj 
amateur photographer ABRAHAM ZAPRUDER, Dallas, depicting 
President KENNEDY and Governor CONNALLY being hit by assassin's --- 
bullets. A copy of this 8 min film was given to 6A JAMES- W. 

BOOKBODT by Secret Service Inspector TOM KELLEY, 1 1/2 3 /63 ,’QjHq, 
in turn, furnished this print to SA ROBERT M. BARRETT, cn 
11/23/63. This print was hand-delivered to an American Airlines 
pilot of Flight 20, which left Dallas at 5:20 p.m., 11/23/63. . 

It was to be hand-delivered by this pilot to Bureau Agents 
meeting the plane at Friendship Airport. Film was returned 
to Dallas 11/26/63, by commercial flight, picked up at the 
airport by SA C. RAY HALL, given to SA BOOKHOUT, who returned r. 
it to Inspector KELLEY at 0 a.m., same date. (The letter of 
transmittal re this film is serial Flo. 249 in the file.)^*; 

On 11/26/63, ROBERT J. E. HUGHES, 6615 Hursey, Dallas, 
came to the Dallas Office voluntarily /nd turned over one roll 
of 8 mm color film. HUGHES stated the film contained a sequence 
of film footage depicting President KENNEDY’S car making the 
turn from Main Street north into Houston, to Elm, and west on., 

Elm. The film also shows the Texas School Book Depository i V _ 
building in the background as the Presidential car made the 
turn onto Elm. This film was hand-delivered to Washington, ~ . T- 
D. C., by SA VINCENT E. J. DRAIN, on 11/27/63. (The letter 
of transmittal concerning this is serial Mo. 800.) * ■ 

2. SAs BARRETT and IVAN D. LEE made a crime scene " 
search of the sixth floor, Texas School Book Depository building, 
on 11/23/63, between the hours of 9 a.m., and 1 p.m. At the . _ 
same time, photographs were taken of all pertinent areas -*- > 
searched by these Agents.
